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The World's First (and Last) Picktetor 


The most notable asnect of tHe modern history of the State 
of Soutn Groceteria is found in tne reign of Snavzoleon Bonehead, 
South Groceteria's celebrsted 19ta century Picktetor (an office 
which he bestowed uson himself, but wich no-one has yet figured 
out). He resided in humble splendour in his 4344 room palace 
(situated in his capitel, st. Nikitasgred), along with his 
13 wives (each lived in a separate wing of tne palace, and it 
took him six weeks on horseback to visit them all), 1595 servants, 
and his 15 prize glow-worms. The palace was furnished conserva- 


tively in Early Stone Age, in harmonizing shades of bright 
mauve and dull orange. 


Snapoleon's personal achievements were many, end these 
included the establishment of the democratic-despotism, in which 
tne government was menaged br tne Council of Slow-Wits, who met 
in the Sputnikstine, tae South Grocetcrian parliament. In 
addition, he ordered the construction of nousé-boats for all 73 
of ois subjects, because when he expanded nis palece, there wax 
no room for them on the dry land. One of his greatest achieveuents 
was taé colonization of the many small islends with which Souta 
Groceteria was surrounded. These included North Slumlaliland, 
East Never-Never Lend, and South Saska-Chew-On. North-West 
Groceteria itself remained uninsabited, because of its vast 
jungles of twitch gress, Plantain, and péetunias, infested with 
wild beetles, vorecious worms, an? man-eating June flies. 


During his regine, many noteble accomplishments were also 
made by his subjects in a varisty of important fields. In the: 
field of msat-cutting, for exanole, Dr. Weekness Von Veiner~ 
Scanitzel, an emminent inventor 2n4 gserbese collector, devised 
the first self-cleaning and self~ sucrpening guillotine blade, 
Cxactly 12 years late! This, alone with severel others, including

However, despite all these eccomvlisoments of South Groce- 
teria's picktator ané his subjects, and despite the valiant 
defenee of Snapoleon at the infamous end bloody battles of Minsk, 
Pinsk, Sinsk,. and Okhotsk, the country was overrun by the 
heathen hordes (134 men) of his Most Unlightened and Nighty 
Wholiness, the Emperor Wun-Tin-Khan, supreme ruler of the Outer 
Bongolian state of Klinckety-Klenck, 


| After the defeat of his forces, Snapoleon was ceptured by 
the Klancks, was tried ané convicted before the Soup-pream 
Court of Klinckety~Klenck, of losinf battles out of sceson, 
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and, efter much deliberation, was given a horrible sentence: 
he wes exiled to that horrible, girl-infested island of Caprice, 
where ne passed the rest of his days playing water-polo with 
King Fourhook, end dancing with the Shah of Aspirin'ts old wives.

After their victorious sweep through the Philipoines, and 
capture of Menila, its capitol, only a snall fortified 


‘ad stooc in tans wey of the war hunery hordes of Javan. 


Taat island was Corregidor. This tiny sveck of laad, along wita 


the 


Bataan peninsula, comprised the defences at the mouth of vast 


Manila Bay. Corregidor's brave defenders, holed in tzeir nhuse 
tunnel, waich ceme through the solid rock of the island, fought 
back every attack of the far suderior forces of the Nipponnese 
army, navy, and air forces, for an astoundingly long period of 
time. 


Bataan fell on April 9, 1942, after a fierce struggle of 


four montias' duration, and Corregidor's garrison survived death 
and evaded cadture to ese=de to momentary safety on Corresidor, 


but 


tacir numbers were relatively small. As these brave men 


end women struggled across the nerrow strait separating Bataan 
from Corregidor, Javanese fighters flew over at low altitues, 
strafing tném in tie water. 


Corregidor had been bombed sparingly for several weeks, but 


with Bataan's fall, the Javanese concentrated all possible 
firedower on the beleagwred garrison. The enemy hit the island 
at all tours of the Gay and night with land artillery, ship's 
betteries, and aircreft bombs and machine gunse Still the 
defenders, under their indefatissble commander, General Jonathan 
Wainwright, meld out. Instead, taey even made some small seins 
against the Japanese. The gains were painfully tiny, however, 
and were soon swallowed ud in the ferocious Japanese onslaught.

The enemy commander, General Yamashita, was infuriated that 
forces could not crack the staunch defence of Correzidor, 

so os tried « different strategy. He sent an ultimatun 
Surrender to General Wainwright. Its flowery language 

' @asy" terms did not impress General Wainwright in the least, 
né made no revly. So angered were the enemy at tris blunt 


refusal of submission that they redoubled their attacks with 
renswed ferocity. Soon the island was bombarded from a new 

querter: the Japanese turned captured American 94 inch guns 
udson Corregidor from Bataan and Cavite (the naval base neer 

Manila). These guns soon were adding tueir deafening voices 
to the general holocaust at regular intervels. 


The end was epproaching for Corregidor... The heavy artillery 


On Betaan and at Cavite were snielding the fortress at point blank 
range, and the situation wes desperate. The defenders of Corre- 
Sidor lacked food, water, ammunition, serviceable armaments 


end 


inedecines. They did have shelter, however,in tnieir vast, 


lapregeable tunnel that hed begun to reek of blood, sweat, 


end 
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Finally it became anoerent that the island's defenders 
could take fo more, and surrender was admitted. It was midnight 
on Mey 5, 1942, when the first Japanese troovs lande@ on Corre= 
gidor, just a few nours after General Walnwricht had sent his 
surrender despatena to General Yemasneta. The sons of Nippon 
met no resistence because the will end instruments of resistence 
were botn gone. 


Zven in dereat, General Veinwrighnt would yield but Little. 
The Jepanese were not content with the surrender of Gorrecidor's 
garrison, but demended in addition the surrender of all 
American and Filipino forces in the Philipoines. Generel 
Wainwright refused, because he hed been authorized by President 
Roosevelt to surrender only Corregidor. It was only after a 
threat to murder all vrisoners in Japanese hands that the 
general finally geve in and surrendered all of the Philipoines. 


Soon after tne surrender began tae infamous Death March, 
a norrible ordeal of torure that had become standard procedure 
for tue Japanese in their victorious sweep through the Pacific. 
Toe 12,000 survivors of the Corregidor gerrison were herded 
together and were marched through Menila to a prison camp. The 
wet, bedreggled, hungry, tairsty prisoners were given no food, 
water, or rest and many were mu dered for no reason. Meany 
civilians comforted the marcners with water, food and bandeses, 
aad many were bayoneted for offering assistsnce. 


The. result of the Bettle for Corregidor wes tue loss of the 
Pailipsines, along with the lives of about 50,000 men, The 
JaDanese were not to enjoy their bloody victories for long, 
though, for in just two years, General Macarthur was to fulfil 
is femous proaise "I shall return", a promise that was to meen 
tue beginning of the end for the Japanese Empire.
